Looking at the 
future of the 
East Jordan 
Senior Center

CHARLEVOIX —The 
Charlevoix County Board of 
Commissioners advised rep- 
resentatives from the East 
Jordan senior center advi- 
sory board, passed two reso- 
lutions and made one 
appointment to the Planning 
Commission at the Wednes- 
day, August 14 meeting. 

Butch Frye, with the East 
Jordan senior center advi- 
sory board, approached the 
commission to discuss op- 
tions for assistance with the 
purchase of a $29,900, five 
and three-quarters acre piece 
of property located within 
East Jordan city limits. The 
property already has natural 
gas, city sewer and water on 
it and would be the site of a 
new senior center. The pres- 
ent senior center located on 
the corner of Mill and Main 
Streets is owned by the city of 
East Jordan and will not be 
rented to the senior center 
when their lease expires in 
September of 2017. “I’m just 
trying to get my ducks ina 
row,” said Frye who is hoping 
that addressing the issue 
early will make for a better 
facility in the future. “I want 
to do it once and do it right, 
we have a lot of baby 
boomers coming,” he said. 
The commissioners gave 
Frye advice on how to walk 
through the process of pre- 
senting the need and who to 
present it to. The senior cen- 
ter recently received its non- 
profit status, which means it 
can begin raising funds to 
help purchase the property 
but that takes time, Frye 
hoped to receive some funds 
from the county to secure the 
property. “This is a really, re- 
ally nice piece of property, I’d 
hate to lose it,” he said. Even 
though Bryan Graham, civil 
counsel for Charlevoix 
County, said contributing to

ELLSWORTH—Front Porch 
Ministries in Ellsworth is 
holding a horse ride 
fundraiser on September 21 at 
the Timber Ridge Ranch. Pro- 
ceeds will go to fund repairs 
and renovations at the dona- 
tions only restaurant. 

All participants of the three 
and half hour trail ride will re- 
ceive one of Louise’s delicious 
cinnamon rolls in the morn- 
ing, a t-shirt, a prize drawing 
will be held, and a chuck 
wagon lunch provided by the 
Front Porch will be served at 
the lake. “The ride will take 
you past lakes and through 
harvest ready fields and pine 
and hardwood forests,” said 
Nancy Ferguson, president of 
the board of Front Porch Min- 
istries. Guides will be present 
to insure everyone stays on the 
right trails. 

All funds will benefit the 
non-profit 501(c)3 restaurant, 
whose mission is to feed peo- 
ple based on their ability to 
pay. The Front Porch opened in 
September of 2008 by faith 
with only $3,200.00 in dona- 
tions. In 2011, through hard 
work and the donations of gen- 
erous contributors, volunteers 
were able to pay off the mort- 
gage. At the Front Porch one 
pays for their meal by placing 
their bill and cash in a box on 
the counter where a register 
would otherwise be located. 
Payments don’t always equal 
receipts and that is why there 
is a need for fundraisers. “Re-

the receipts. ‘Bless you for 
what you are doing. This is 
the first hot meal I have had in 
two days.’ That’s why we do 
what we do,” said Ferguson.

This includes expanding the 
kitchen and restrooms, and

ELLSWORTH—Banks Town- 
ship Clerk made an announce- 
ment that the lakes were clear 
of invasive species and a con- 
tract for treatment of Phrag- 
mites was signed at the August 
19 meeting of the Banks Town- 
ship Board. 

Township Clerk Donna 
Heeres announced that a repre- 
sentative from the lake and 
management corporation that 


treated Six Mile Lake for the in- 


vasive weed Eurasian Milfoil 
found nothing but native plants 
in Lake Ellsworth, Lake St. 
Claire and Wilson Lake. Heeres

said the representative from 
PLM went over the entire lakes 
in a boat and said there was no 
Eurasian Milfoil. However, 
there are a lot of native plants 
in the lake that can be legally 
treated by property owners 
who can contact the corpora- 
tion individually. “That’s the 
benefit of being downstream,” 
said Heeres. 

The township has been treat- 
ing the six and a half miles of 
Lake Michigan shoreline in the 
township for the invasive weed, 
Phragmites for five 
years. “There’s a whole lot less 
Phragmites out there, the hope 
is that we can skip spraying 


next year,” said Heeres. The 
contract was awarded to Luke 
Britton who has treated for the 
township in the past. “He is 
very cautious to not have over- 
spray on the native plants,” 
said Heeres. Zoning Adminis- 
trator Andy Veenstra explained 
that the township Phragmites 
spraying was a pilot program. 
“We had no idea if they could 
kill it or not,” he said. Where 
there used to be solid masses of 
Phragmites there are now only 
spores and immature plants. 

In an ongoing discussion of 
hall renovations, board mem- 
bers are arranging a list of im- 
provements for the hall in 


order of importance. The list 
isn’t complete but discussion of 
putting bathrooms upstairs, 
making the building handicap 
accessible, insulating and up- 
dating the lighting as well as 
acquiring the property adja- 
cent to the building for an addi- 
tion that would accommodate a 
kitchen and bathrooms in the 
hall area upstairs and a court- 
yard which would make the 
hall a more desirable site for 
wedding receptions. The 
empty lot next to the hall is 
priced at $59,000. “There area 
lot of improvements that could 
be made to the hall for $59,000,” 
said Trustee David Rasmussen 


who also stated at the meeting 
that an elevator to accommo- 
date elderly guests was ”not out 
of the question.” All of these 
improvements must be com- 
pleted without losing the his- 
torical integrity of the building 
and will eventually put intoa 
multi year plan. 

The next meeting of the 
Banks Township Board will be 
held on September 23 at 7 P.M.

Car-Motorcycle Accident

North Central Michigan College and 
the Straits Area Grape Growers Associa- 


tion awarded a total of 22 medals to north- 


ern Michigan winemakers at its wine 
tasting and competition on Thursday, Au- 
gust 8 on the college’s Petoskey campus. 
Fifty entrants, including professional and 
hobby vintners, competed for the awards. 

In recognition of the unique character 
of Northern Michigan grapes, awards 
were presented for wines made using 
Northern Cold Hardy grape varieties as 
well as wines made from the traditional 
European varietals. Competing wineries 
included Mackinaw Trail Winery, Seasons 
of the North, Crooked Vine Vineyard and 
Winery, Pleasantview Winery, Harbor 
Springs Vineyards and Winery, Cellars of 
Royal Farms and hobby vintners, David 
Short and Christine Engle. 

In the American Varietal Cold-Hardy 
Red wines, Mackinaw Trail Winery took 
double gold with Big Red; Seasons of the 
North received a gold and silver for their 
Cabin and Northbound respectively and 
Crooked Vine Vineyard and Winery 


claimed a bronze for their Marquette 
wine. 

In the American Varietal Cold-Hardy 
White wines, Crooked Vine Vineyards was 
awarded a double gold for their Frontenac 
Gris; Seasons of the North received a gold 
award for Burt Lake Breeze and a bronze 
for River’s Edge and Pleasantview Winery 
claimed a silver medal for Moonstruck. 

In the European Varietal Red wines, 
Mackinaw Trail Winery received a double 
gold for their Cabernet Franc 2011, a gold 
for their Cabernet Merlot 2011 and a silver 
for their Syrah 2010. 

In the European Varietal White wines, 
Mackinaw Trails took a double gold for 
their Late Harvest Riesling 2012; Harbor 
Springs Vineyards and Winery received a 
gold for both their 2012 Pinot Gris and 
Chardonnay 2012 (tie) as well as a silver 
for their Semi-Sweet Riesling and the Cel- 
lars of Royal Farms received a bronze for 
Breezeway. 

In the Fruit category, David Short, a 
hobby vintner, took a gold for his Rasp- 
berry wine, while Mackinaw Trails re-

What term does he 
need? 


Dear Dave, 

I’m 24 years old, and I have a 
wife and child. We’ve been fol- 
lowing your plan, and I’m 
about to buy life insurance. 
Should I get a 20- or 30-year 
term policy?

Dear Derek, 

I think the big question is 
how long will you need this life 
insurance. If you and your 
wife are planning on having 
more kids in the next 10 years, 
I’d suggest a 30-year policy. 
That could put you in a situa- 
tion of being 34 years old with 
a new baby. That’s not old by 
any means, but your wife will 
need 20 years’ worth of cover- 
age if this happens, because 
you'd want the kids grown and 
out of the house before the in- 
surance term runs out. 

But that’s just one of your fi- 
nancial goals at this point. You 
also want to be debt-free. And 
you need to ask yourself some 
other questions. Are you going 
to have your house paid for 15 
years from now? I sure hope 
you didn’t take out more than 
a 15-year mortgage. Are your 
kids going to be grown and 
gone by then? Are you going to 
have a big pile of money in the 
bank by then? In other words, 
where are you going to be at 
the end of the term? 

If 15 years from now you 
have $700,000 in your retire- 
ment account, your house is 
paid for, and the kids are out 
on their own, then, if you die, 
your wife will be fine, finan- 
cially speaking. But at that 
time, if you still have kids in 
the house and your home isn’t 


paid off, then you’d probably 
need a 20-year policy. 

That’s how I would look at it. 
How much longer are you 
going to need life insurance?

Buying a house with 
403(b) money 


Dear Dave, 

Should I take advantage of a 
403(b) withdrawal in order to 
buy a house?

Dear Bryan, 

I wouldn’t do that because it 
really doesn’t accomplish any- 
thing. The only money you can 
take out is what you’ve put in, 
and any growth you’ve experi- 
enced has to stay in there. Ba- 
sically, it’s a retirement plan, 
and I wouldn’t monkey around 
with retirement money to buy 
a home. 

My advice is to make sure 
you're debt-free and you have 
three to six months of ex- 
penses set aside in an emer- 
gency fund. Once you’ve taken 
care of those issues, you can 
pile up a bunch of cash ina 
money market account toward 
the purchase of a home. You 
won’t earn a lot of money, but 
it’s a safe place to park your 
cash when yow’re saving up for 
a big purchase. 

When it comes to saving and 
investing, I’m a big fan of mu- 
tual funds. The problem in this 
scenario is that if you start 
sticking money in mutual 
funds, then the market is down 
when youw’re ready to buy, you 
could’ve lost some money. 
That’s not the route I’d want to 
go if I’m in your shoes, Bryan. 
I’d forego the opportunity to 
make money in order to keep it 
safe for this goal.
